The  following  tolerance  was  announced  for  fluorine  spray  residue  on  apples 
and  pears  on  September  29,  1944  by  the  Food  and  Dru£  Administration  of  the  Federal 
Security  Agency: 

"Acting  under  authority  of  the  Federal  Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic  Act,  Federal 
Security  Administrator  Paul  V.  MclTutt  has  promulgated  an  order  setting  a  tolerana 
of  7  milligrams  per  kilogram  of  fluorine  in  spray  residue  on  apples  and  pears.  T 
tolerance  is  expressed  in  the  metric  system  since  most  of  the  scientific  data  on 
the  toxicity  of .poisonous  substance  is  reported  in  this  way.     In  terms  of  the 
avoirdupois  system  of  weights  the  tolerance  is  approximately  .05  grain  of  fluorin 
per  pound  of  apples  or  pears.    This  represents  an  increase  over  the  informal 
tolerance  for  fluorine  announced  in  1938.    Since  that  time,  additional  data  on  th 
effect  of  small  amounts  of  fluorine  have  "become  available*    The- Administrator 
stated  that  the  higLar  tolerance  is  justified  on  the  basis  of  our  present 
knowledge  but  that  scientific  Work  on  the  subject  will  be  continued  and  if  new 
facts  are  discovered  which  warrant  any  change  in  the  tolerance  this  will  be  promp 
ly  done.11

Any  other  comments  bearing  on 
the  situation.

Approximately  300,000  "bushels  of  apples,  "blown  from  the  trees  during  the 
recent  hurri can,  have  been  purchased  under  L-84a.    Also,  to  assist  growers  in  the 
hurrican  area,  a  cider  apple  utilization  program  based  upon  direct  cooperation 
between  growers  and  processors  was  organized  with  the  aid  of  our  Hew  York  office. 
Reports  from  the  field  indicate  that  this  program  is  resulting;  in  heavy  movement 
of  this  grade  of  apples  to  processors. 

GRAPES 

Price  ceilings  on  table  grapes  were  revoked,  effective  October  10,  1944.  No 
price  ceiling  is  anticipated  for  juice  grapes  shipped  fresh  from  California; 
neither  is  there  a  price  ceiling  contemplated  for  Concord  grapes  sold  for  fresh 
consumption.  *  "  L 

Price  ceilings  on  cranberries  were • established  effective 'October  6,  1944.

Vegetable  dehydrators  who,  to  date,  have  "been  delivering  about  95  per  cent 
of  their  production  to  the  Government  are  now  making  efforts  to  develop  civilian 
business.    One  hundred  per  cent  of  the  production  of  seven  dehydrated  commodities, 
namely,  Irish  potatoes,  sweet  potatoes,  onions,  carrots,  "beets,  cabbage,  and  rata- 
Gagas  were  originally  reserved  for  sale  to  the  Government.    Set-aside  restriction, 
for  all  seven  commodities  have  now  "been  removed, 

A  survey  is  now  being  conducted  to  determine  tin  container  requirements- for 
packing  -  those  commodities  for  civ\.Liaxudietributionft    The  Earm  Credit  Administrat: 
is  cooperating  with  the  national  Dehydrators  Association  in  a  retail  store,  insti- 
tutional, and  hotel  test  sales  program  to  determine  the  possibilities  of  promo tin, 
Civilian  sales  of  these  dehydrated  vegetables.    Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  has  been 
selected  as'  the  test  city, 

DRIED  VEGZTA3LSS_EgR_ST0CE:_EEH3 

Considerable  interest  is  now  being  developed  in  the  commercial  possibilities 
of  drying  numerous  vegetables  for  stock  feed  purposes.     Several  of  the  equipment 
companies  which  have,  in  the  past5  manufactured  alfalfa  dryers  have  adapted  these 
machines  for  drying  other  commodities,  including  vegetables-    These  companies  art 
now  receiving  many  orders  for  machines  of  both  the  stationery  and  portable  types 
for  drying  sweet  potatoes,  cannery  wastes,  citrus  peel,  and  other  commodities. 
During  the  gast  year,  the  staff  of -the  Philadelphia  regional  laboratory  of  the 
Agricultural  Research  Administration  has.   studied  the  possibilities  of  drying 
vegetable  wastes  for  stock  feed  use.    These  studies  include  analysis  of  food  valu 
costs,  and  drying  equipment,    Mra  R.  H.  Morris,  Chief  of  the  Development  Section 
in  that  laboratory  is  in  charge  of  the  project. 

EET0RT_T0  STIMULATE  OITIOH  SALES  TO  COppTpL 

Even  though  the  period  of  the  ITational  Victory  F  ood  Selection  for  onions 
has  passed,  efforts  are  to  be  continued-  to  assist  in  obtaining  maximum  movement 
to  consumers  and  into  trade  channels  during  the  next  few  weeks.     Storage  faciliti 
in  some  western  onion  districts  are  reported  as  inadequate  to  take  care  of  the- 
onion  crop  and  serious  losses  from  freezing  may  occur.    A  spot  check  on  onion 
retail  prices  in  21  cities  indicates  wide  variations  but  prices  in  many  instances 
particularly  in  larger  stores,  were  reported  at  reasonable  levels  of  3  to  5  cents 
a  pound.    Branch  representatives  are  asked  to  work  with  Marketing  Reports  and 
Civilian  Eood  Requirements  personnel  in  carrying  out  an  aggressive  program  to 
stimulate  onion  movement. 

VEG5EA3LS  SURPLUSES 

Purchases  by  I7EA  to  relieve  surplus  situations  are  being  made  currently  or 
have  been  made  recently  in  a  number  of  areas.    These  include  onions  in  western 
states,  snap  beans  in  Middle  Atlantic  areas^and  Mississippi;  cabbage  in  Wisconsir 
and  sweetpotatoes  in  Eastern  Shore  area.    Local  surpluses  of  beets  are  reported 
in  the  Great  Lakes  region.

4  An  upward  adjustment  in  the  spinach  ceiling  of  45  cents  a  bushel  for  the 

I  period  ending  November  10  to  compensate  for  reduced  yields  in  eastern  and  midwester: 
^producing    states  has  ljeen  recommended  to  the  Office  of  Price  Administration.  An 
■adjustment  in  the  snap  bean  ceiling  is  also  under  consideration  because  of  low  yiel 
in  some  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  States.    An  adjustment  of  California  snap  bean  ceili 
prices  is  also  being  given  consideration  in  view  of  higher  production  costs  of  the 
pole  beans  grown  in  that  state  as  compared  with  the  bush  varieties  grown  elsewhere.  j- 
Consideration  is  also  being  given  to  the  matter  of  adjusting  the  ewcetpotato'. 
ceiling  regulation  so  as  to  advance  the  effective  dates  of  price  ceiling  increases 
10  days, which  would  bring  them  in  line  with  the  schedule  in  original  Amendment  40 
to  MPR-426. 

Southern  and  western  growers  and  shippers  of  tomatoes  and  other  vegetables 
met  with  OPA  representatives  October  11  -  13  to  discuss  price  ceiling  regulations 
for  the  coming  season. 

A  directive  has  been  issued  by  the  Office  of  Economic  Stabilation  setting 
forth  the  policy  to  be  used  in  price  ceiling  regulations  for  1945.    The  directive 
covers  such  important  matters  as  methods  of  making  ceiling  adjustments  for  sub- 
stantial reduction  in  merchantable  yields  and  methods  of  applying  wholesaler  and 
retailer  markups.     Carrying  out  of  this  directive  will  apparently  necessitate  con- 
siderable changes  in  present  maximum  price  regulations. 

MPR-490,  Edible  Tree  Huts,  has  been  revised.     Ceiling  prices  reflected  to 
growers  for  walnuts,  almonds,  and  pecans  are  the  same  as  last  season.     In  accordanc 
with  a  directive  of  the  Office  of  Economic  Stabilization,  the  price  reflected  to 
filbert  growers  is  intended  to"  be  $69  a  ton  more  than  last  season  to  bring  filbert 
prices  into  historical  relationship  with  walnuts.

The  agreement  and  reporting  forms  for  use  by  the  Industry  in  connection  witl 
claims  for  subsidy  payments  are  being  developed  and  should  be  ready  for  distributic 
soon.    A  recent  directive  from  the  Office  of  Economic  Stabilization  authorized  the 
use  of  Commodity  Credit  funds  to  absorb  the  difference,  by  area,  between  the  resale 
prices  of  the  1943  purchase  and  resale  program  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
and  the  1944  grower  support  prices  per  ton  announced  by  the  VJPA  for  snap  beans, 
sweet  corn,  and  green  peas  for  freezing  with  respect  to  the  quantities  of  these 
vegetables  used  in  producing  the  portion  of  the  1944  pack  of  frozen  vegetables  sole 
to  purchasers  other  than  the  Government  Agencies. .
